Claim 35 (previously presented): A table saw, comprising: 

a support surface with an aperture therethrough, for supporting a workpiece; 
a beveling cutting device assembly comprising a blade adjustably extending through the 
support surface aperture, said blade for cutting a workpiece, the blade being disposed in a plane 
and having a perimeter, the blade having a rotational axis disposed below the support surface and 
within the perimeter of the blade, and a beveling axis substantially perpendicular to the rotational 
axis, whereby operation of the blade in the workpiece results in the formation of a kerf having a 
first and a second side in the workpiece; 

a support device attached to the cutting device assembly; 

a first optical emitting device adjustably coupled to the support device and disposed above the 
support surface to project a first optical indicator substantially aligned with the plane; 

wherein the first optical emitting device is configured so as to bevel with the blade, such that 
said first optical indicator is projected to substantially indicate a cutting path of the blade along 
the workpiece; and 

a second optical emitting device adjustably coupled to the support device to project a second 
Optical indicator substantially aligned with the second side of the kerf. 
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Claim 36 (previously presented): The table saw of claim 35, wherein the first optical emitting 
device is adjustably coupled to the support device to project a first optical indicator substantially 
aligned with the first side of the kerf. 
Claim 37 (canceled). 

Claim 38 (previously presented): The table saw of claim 35, wherein said first and said second 
optical emitting devices are lasers. 

Claim 39 (previously presented): The table saw of claim 35, wherein said fust and said second 
optical emitting devices are helium-neon lasers. 

Claim 40 (previously presented): The table saw of claim 35, wherein said first optical indicator ( 
and said second optical indicator are lines of light visible to a human. 
Claim 41 (previously presented): The table saw of claim 35, wherein said first and said 
second optical emitting device are fan laser beam generators. 
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
